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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues in essence on pages 11-13 
"...Hull lacks any mention that the stop bit is used with multiple 'syllables' of a single instruction. More specifically, Hull lacks any 
mention that the stop bit is used to identify the highest 'syllable' of a single isntruction." This has not been found persuasive. Hull 
teaches in column 4, lines 1 1-13 that the S-bit (stop bit) specifies whether an instruction group boundary occurs after the last instruction. 
An instruction group, in Hull, refers to a group of three instructions, i.e. syllables, grouped together with a template field into a 128-bit 
sized field (Hull column 3 t lines 22-28), so the S-bit is applicable to the grouped instruction, i.e. three syllables. Also, the claim language 
states "using a stop bit in a highest syllable of one of the instructions to determine whether every syllable of the instruction has been 
stored in the first buffer." There is exactly what the S-bit of Hull does. It denotes to Hull's device whether the instruction group continues 
into the next instruction bundle (Hull column 4, lines 11-19), i.e. whether the next group needs to be read for all syllables in the bundle to 
be read. There is nothing in the claim language suggesting that the stop bit identifies "the highest 'syllable' of a single instruction", as is 
argued. 

Continuation of 13. Other: The proposed amendment will be entered because it reduces issues for appeal in the case. Namely, the 
proposed amendment removes the objection to claim 25. 
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
